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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


The  Ministry  of  Health  have  asked  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  his  Annual  Report  for  1960  to  indicate  whether  the  arrangements  for 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  District  are  reasonably  adequate. 

Compared  with  the  adjacent  Rural  District  of  Blaby  the 
Lutterworth  District  is  well  behind  with  its  sewage  disposal.  However 
progress  will  be  made  this  year  with  the  completion  of  the  scheme  for 
Broughton  Astley  and  the  adjacent  parishes  of  Dunton  Bassett,  Ashby 
Magna,  Leire  and  Ashby  Parva.  After  this  the  next  scheme  to  be 
submitted  during  1961  to  the  Ministry  for  Approval  will  be  one  for  the 
villages  of  Gilmorton,  Kimcote  and  Walton.  This  will  be  followed  by  a 
scheme  for  Walcote  village. 

These  schemes  will  represent  a  substantial  improvement  in  the 
environmental  circumstances  of  the  area. 

Water  Supply 


The  water  going  into  supply  at  Misterton  is  tested  daily  for 
the  presence  of  free  chlorine.  Once  a  fortnight  samples  of  both  the 
raw  and  treated  water  are  sent  to  the  analyst  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

There  is  no  plumbo-sol vent  action  of  the  water. 

The  number  of  parishes  with  piped  water  supply  from  public 
mains  is  29.

I  wish  to  submit  a  short  report  on  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1960. 

HOUSING 

New  Dwellings 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  40  new  houses  and  54  were 
completed  by  private  enterprise.  On  31st  December  1960  there  were  65 
houses  in  course  of  erection,  33  of  which  were  being  erected  by  the 
Council . 

HOUSING  ACT  1936  &  HOUSING  REPAIRS  &  RENT  ACT,  1954 


During  the  year  4  houses  were  demolished  as  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  six  families  being  affected  and  16  persons  were 
displaced.  In  addition  ten  hutments  on  a  de-requisi tioned  camp  were 
partly  dismantled,  ten  families  being  involved  and  33  persons  displaced. 
Closing  Orders  were  served  in  16  cases  involving  15  families  and  41 
persons.  Only  one  house  was  rendered  fit  during  the  year. 

HOUSING  ACT  1949  and  1952 


The  Council  have  continued  to  make  Discretionary  Grants  and 
during  the  year  32  new  grants  were  made,  and  during  the  same  period  work 
on  34  dwellings  was  completed.  There  were  also  19  Standard  Grants 
approved  and  in  17  cases  were  satisfactorily  completed. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  City  of  Leicester  Water  Department  finally  took  over  the 
whole  of  the  water  undertaking  during  the  year  and  the  Agency  Agreements 
for  the  operation  of  the  undertaking  were  discontinued.  Arrangements 
for  the  collection  of  water  charges,  etc.  are  still  being  undertaken  by 
the  Council. 

SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  work  of  providing  sewers  for  Broughton  Astley  and  the  adjacent 
parishes  made  satisfactory  progress  and  sewer  laying  continued  in  Leire, 
Dunton  Bassett  and  Ashby  Parva. 

CONVERSIONS 


The  Council  have  continued  to  give  grants  for  the  conversion  of 
pan  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  and  50  grants  of  £10  were  paid 
during  the  year. 

LOSS  OF  POTASSIUM  CYANIDE 

An  unusual  incident  occurred  in  Ashby  Parva  when  three  drums  of 
potassium  cyanide  fell  from  a  lorry  passing  through  the  village  and  the 
contents  were  spilled  onto  the  carriageway. 
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Unfortunately  the  Public  Health  Department  was  not  notified  and 
the  cyanide  was  washed  off  the  road  into  the  roadside  drains,  which  discharge 
into  ditches  and  thence  to  a  water-course  to  which  cattle  and  other  livestock 
had  access. 

The  bulk  of  the  material  was  however  retained  in  the  road  gully 
pots  and  it  was  possible  to  have  these  pumped  out  and  the  material 
neutralised  before  being  finally  disposed  of  on  the  refuse  tip. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  were  kept  informed 
of  the  incident  and  two  officers  spent  a  few  days  in  the  district 
superintending  the  operation,  and  on  their  advice  wells  and  other  sources 
of  water  were  sampled  weekly  for  some  six  weeks  after  the  cyanide  had  been 
disposed  of  as  it  was  thought  that  underground  sources  might  be  polluted. 
These  fears  proved  to  be  unfounded  and  no  polluted  samples  were  discovered. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


In  accordance  with  the  Slaughterhouse  Act  1958  and  the  (Hygiene 
and  Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  1958  a  meeting  of  interested 
parties  was  held  in  October.  These  included  representatives  from  the 
retail  butchers,  the  wholesale  meat  trade,  National  Farmers'  Union, 
Livestock  Auctioneers  and  the  Co-operative  movement.  As  a  result  of 
this  meeting  it  was  ascertained  that  8  of  the  9  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  could  be  made  to  comply  with  the  Act  within  a  reasonable  time, 
only  one  slaughterhouse  could  not  comply  by  reason  of  its  location  and 
the  extent  of  the  improvement  works  required  to  bring  it  up  to  standard. 
The  report  required  by  the  Ministry  was  forwarded  on  1st  November  and 
was  subsequently  approved  by  then.
